Andover Police detectives claim they 
broke up a professional ring of persons 
alleged to have broken into at least half a 
dozen homes with their weekend arrest 
of five persons and the recovery of about 
$20,000 worth of goods stolen from And- 
over homes.

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Main Street Program Launched 


The City of Lawrence, the Greater Lawrence 
Chamber of Commerce and a partnership of 
three state agencies have launched Lawrence’s 
participation in the state’s Main Street Program 
and announced the hiring of a full-time program 
manager to coordinate downtown revitalization 
efforts. 

“The Main Street Program will be an impor- 
tant part of our plans to strengthen Lawrence’s 
economy,’’ said Mayor John J. Buckley. “This 
program has breathed new life into downtowns 
in other Massachusetts communities and we’re 
excited by the possibilities for our central busi- 
ness district.’ Greater Lawrence Chamber of 
Commerce President Santo L. Bonaccorso 
echoed this theme: ‘“Chamber members feel 
that promoting and improving the image of 
Lawrence is one of the most important jobs fac- 
ing us. Main Street has succeeded in revitalizing 
the downtown economy elsewhere and we’re 
sure it can work here.”’ 

The Main Street Program has hired Russell 
Aminzade as full-time programmanager. A 
graduate of Northeastern University’s Masters 
of Public Administration Program, he has had 
extensive experience as a small businessman. 
Aminzade developed and marketed products for 
the specialty food trade and for several years 
managed a retail store in downtown Montpelier, 
VT. “I know what it’s like to run a downtown 
store,”’ he said. “I’ve swept the sidewalk, count- 
ed the receipts and dealt with the parking 
hassles. I’ve also seen a city, threatened by a 
regional shopping mall, organize to turn down- 
town around and succeed. Lawrence doesn’t 
have any problems that other cities haven't 
faced and overcome, and I know we can do the 
job.”’ 

The Chamber of Commerce is providing $10,- 
000 in funds for the program, which will be 
matched by a $20,000 grant from a new tri-agen- 
cy partnership. The departments of commu- 
nities and development, commerce and 
development and environmental management 
are providing this funding to Lawrence and six 
other towns in conjunction with the state’s Heri- 
tage Park program. Six more towns are receiv- 
ing Main Street Program assistance from the 
executive office of communities and devel- 
opment. 

The Main Street program was developed by 
the National Trust for Historic Preservation to 
revitalize downtown areas which have declined 
as a result of depressed economies and competi- 
tion from nearby regional shopping malls. The 
program is based on four major strategies: or- 


“Exciting things are going to happen in down- 
town Lawrence,” said Aminzade. ‘‘The Heritage 
State Park, and possibly the new textile mu- 
seum, will bring thousands into the downtown. 
We’re going to start sprucing up our storefronts 
and signs, get a strong organization going and 
let people know that Lawrence is an exciting, 
safe and interesting place to shop, live and 
work. The skills, the energy, the money and the 
will to turn downtown around are all here, and 
today we’ll start the ball rolling.”’

Sunday’s dedication ceremonies at Northeast 
Rehabilitation Hospital capped off a week of 
open house events to publicize the services the 
hospital will provide the Merrimack Valley and 
southern New Hampshire.

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Homeworks Guild Eases Frustration 
Faced By Andover Artisans

Artists and artisans who work at home 
almost inevitably find the joy and satis- 
faction of creation dampened by the 
down-to-earth challenge of finding a way 
to show and sell their work. For without 
someone to admire (and hopefully buy) 
their creations, homeworkers may end 
up wondering why they’re practicing 
their artistry at all. 

Three years ago, Gayle LaFleur Caru- 
so, Emily DeFusco Perkins and Wendy 
Reynolds — three creative Andover 
women who work at home — decided to 
take some of the frustration out of selling 
for their fellow homeworkers 

They founded the Homeworks Guild of 
Andover, and organized an annual 
Christmas tour of Andover homes where 
Guild members could display and sell 
the fruits of their year-long labors in fes- 
tive surroundings. 

The 1982 Homeworks tour was an in- 
stant success, and last year’s tour was 
just as popular: ‘“The town just seems to

love it,’’ Gayle says. 

More than 1,000 people took each of the 
first two tours, and the Guild expects to 
sell out its 1,200 tickets for the third an- 
nual tour, to be held 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
next Friday and Saturday, Nov. 30 and 
Dec. 1 (the snow date is Sunday, Dec. 2). 

The Homeworks tour offers shoppers a 
selection of fine arts and crafts unlike 
what they might find in stores — and a 
party-like atmosphere that is different 
indeed from what they’d find in a large 
and busy shopping mall. 

“It’s back to down-home. It's a sane 
environment for shopping,”’ Emily says. 
The entire tour, Gayle adds, leaves par- 
ticipants with ‘‘just a nice feeling. . 

Next week, 36 homeworkers will dis- 
play their creations in 13 houses decked 
out for the holidays. Their offerings will 
include antiques and baskets, calligra- 
phy and children’s clothing, folk art and 
dried flowers, photographs and pottery, 


en toys. 

Visitors who take the tour will ooh and 
aah over the decor of the homes, gather 
ideas for their own Christmas decora- 
tions, sample the hot cider and cookies 
offered i in kitchens here and there — and, 
‘warmed by an early dose of Christmas 
spirit, most of them will be inspired to 
buy something along the way. 

Each of the Guild’s founders is a moth- 
er and a homemaker who’s also been 
working as an artist or artisan for years. 

Gayle, a Salem Street resident, is a 
weaver and mother of two boys; Emily, 
who lives on Center Street, is a painter 
and sculptor who also makes clay beads 
and jewelry, and the mother of a one- 
year-old; and Wendy (who was not pre- 
sent during a recent conversation with 
the TOWNSMAN) is a Cheever Circle 
resident, the mother of one daughter, 
and an interior decorator who creates a 
variety of crafts as well (painted bas- 
kets, for instance). 


The Homeworks Guild grew, in part, 
out of a sale that Gayle used to hold at 
her home every year during the holiday 
season to sell her weaving; others artists 
joined her until, one year, she had five or 
six people exhibiting their work in her 
home — and still more wanted to get in- 
volved. 

Gayle was further inspired by a teach- 
er she met while taking a weaving 
course in Boston. Her teacher talked 
about organizing cottage industry work- 
ers in her home state of Rhode Island, 
and Gayle remembers thinking, “That 
really sounds nice — cottage industry.”’ 

She believed Andover had enough cot- 
tage industry of its own to make the idea 
of a homeworkers organization appeal- 
ing. “A lot of people in town are doing 
this,’”’ she says of cottage industry. ‘“Ev- 
ery year there are more and more.”

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Our Diplomats Prepare For 


Annual Model U.N. Conference

How does a well-educated high school 
student from an affluent suburb feel rep- 
resenting a poor, disenfranchised, third 
world inhabitant of the small drought- 
ridden country of Djibouti. 

Twenty-three seniors from Andover 
High School will find out next month 
when they travel to Boston to participate 
in the Harvard University-sponsored 
Model United Nations conference. As 
part of the requirements for their Model 
U.N. class at the high school, the 17-and 
18 year-olds will get a chance to rep- 
resent diplomats from another country 
in simulations of United Nations meet- 
ings at the Harvard conference and at a 
February conference in Washington, 
D.C., run by the International Relations 
School at Georgetown University. 


The first group of students, who will 
stay at a Boston hotel from Dec. 6 to 9, 
have their country assigment, Djibouti, 
(pronounced Ja-‘booti), which was the 
first choice of class teacher Craig Simp- 
son. 

At first, said Simpson, the students 
weren't too excited about representing a 
country they had to look on a map to 
find. But, he added, he requested Djibou- 
ti because it has a large number of com- 
mittee assignments which will give the 
students a chance to sit in as representa- 
tives on diverse groups and fight for fair 
representation for Djibouti. 

“They aren’t excited about it yet,” 


Simpson said of the Djibouti assigment. 
“But the country’s inhabitants are living 
every day with the problems with which 
the United Nations deals such as starva- 
tion, agricultural development and mi- 
gration to big cities. One of the reasons I 
chose a Third World country is that the 
students will learn feelings of frustration 
and powerlessness. They have been used 
to having some clout and some power 
here.” 

Class training for the conferences in- 
volves understanding the parliamentary 
procedures used at the United Nations, 
and learning how to use them to your 
advantage as well as studying the coun- 
try assigned to the student delegation. 
While those who will attend the Harvard 
conference work on position papers they 
will use when representing Djibouti the 
group attending the Washington confer- 
ence will help them with their research. 
This winter the students who went to the 
Harvard conference will help their young 
colleagues prepare to represent the 
country the Washington travelers will be 
assigned. 

Simpson, a Newburyport resident who 
has been teaching at Andover High for 
six years, said the two popular Andover 
High United Nations classes fill up quick- 
ly at registration time. There are 50 stu- 
dents, most of them seniors, taking the 
courses this semester. 

Their reasons for signing up for Simp-

son's class are simple. It’s fun. The 
younger students hear about the confer- 
ence trips from their classmates and de- 
cide they will try to take the class the 
following fall. 

Said senior Ted Anderson, “‘it’s fun 
and it’s hard work. You meet a lot of 
people at the conferences.’’ It is easy to 
imagine a high school student wanting to 
spend a few days in a hotel, pretending to 
be a diplomat, with 2,000 other young 
people doing the same thing. 

Free time while at the conferences is 
rare for the Model U.N. delegates, who 
are usually given a few hours one morn- 
ing for sightseeing. There is also the del- 
egates’ dance at the end of the 
conference, which is always a popular 
gathering. 

Simpson plans to make the trips to 
Boston and Washington with his young 
diplomats, as he has for the past four 
years. He is usually joined by one or two 
other Andover High teachers, he said. 

In Boston and Washington the high 
schoolers will work on their assigned 
United Nations committees. They will, 
by then, have scanned the New York 
Times, the United Nations Chronicle and 
whatever else the high school and town 
libraries have to offer to learn Djibouti’s 
positions on matters considered in com- 
mittees such as the Commission on the 
Uses of Outer Space, on Information 
Regulation, on Trade and Development, 
on Population, on Science and Technolo- 
gy for Development, on Food Problems 
and Agragian Reform, on International 


as aparthied. Should there be seperate 
“homelands” for persons of color? What 
can the U.N. do to improve human rights 
in South Africa...all this decided in four 
days. 

At a recent Model U.N. class THE 
TOWNSMAN got a chance to sit in on an 
exercise designed to teach the delegates- 
to-be how to negotiate. The 1:25 p.m., 
class was split into seven fictitious coun- 
tries with names like Dromain, Garbania 
and Europia. They are delegates attend- 
ing a summit meeting where voting will 
take place on a previously written treaty 
which has 30 provisions. The countries 
win points for their voting on each treaty 
item. As the items pass or fail Simpson 
consults his teacher’s guide to see what 
negative or positive effect the provision 
has on each country. At the end of the 
simulation, which has been designed so 
that at least one country will end up with 
negative points, the students learn that 
one or two countries with minus totals at 
the end loose the game and must abide 
by a treaty that is not in the best inter- 
ests of their country. If three or more 
countries finish with minus totals at the 
end of the simulation the treaty is 
deemed unworkable and thrown out— 
and all the countries loose the game. 

The strategy becomes clear to the Cali- 
zonians, the Brunwicks and their col- 
leagues. If your country is showing 
negative points on the blackboard chart 
it is important to get other countries’ 
point totals in the negative numbers to 
disquality the treaty so your nation 


In the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, women nurs- 
es were recruited to 
fight an epidemic of ty- 
phoid fever in Army 
camps.

“Is it not true,”’ she asks, ‘that if three 
or more countries end up with final min- 
us totals no one will win?” 

Simpson smiles. He knows that after a 
few days of bargaining, voting and cau- 
cuses the class has learned the benefit of 
working together. Just then the 2 p.m., 
end-of-class bell rings and the Dromani- 
ans, the Europians and the others rise 
from their seats and become high school 
students again, rushing for the door on 
their way home for the weekend.

Bradford College has been awarded a two-year grant of 
$75,000 from the Jessie B. Cox Charitable Trust, the col- 
lege announced. Support from the Boston-based philan- 
thropy will be used to establish collaborative programs 
with 13 local high schools in the Merrimack Valley. 

College officials met with local principals to brief them 
on details of the grant. The college has been working with 
the principals of Amesbury, Andover, Georgetown, Hav- 
erhill, Methuen, North Andover, Lawrence, Pentucket Re- 
gional (West Newbury), Masconomet Regional 
(Topsfield), Timberland (Plaistow, N.H.), Triton Region- 
al (Byfield), Whittier Regional Vo/Tech (Haverhill) and 
Newburyport high schools for the past year in order to 
establish its cooperative program. 

Dr. Arthur Levine, president of Bradford College, noted 
the significance of the award in his formal announcement. 
“Numerous national studies have focused on the 
relationship between high school and college,”’ he said. 
“The truth is, education is a seamless web. The vitality of 
collegiate education depends upon the quality of the edu- 
cation which precedes it. The purpose of the collaborative 
is to address the common agendaewe all share.” 

College officials noted that grant monies will be used to 
fund two pilot projects involving students and faculty 
from the participating schools. The first will be a two- 
week college-sponsored seminar on new advances in writ- 
ing instruction for high school English teachers. It will 
focus on writing as ‘‘critical discourse,’’ an approach that 
uses the writing process to teach writing, thinking and 
oral communication skills across the academic disci- 
plines. A similar workshop was conducted for Bradford 
faculty in the summer under the auspices of a grant from

Care Of 


Glassware 


Proper handling of 
glassware will prolong 
its beauty and lessen 
the possibility of brea- 
kage. 

The most common 
causes of glass break- 
age are collision and 
thermal shock. 
Collision is the result 


of sharp contact with 
another object—flat- 
ware, dinnerware or 
other glassware. This 
contact can cause tiny 
abrasions—invisible to 
the eye—which weaken 
the glass. 

To prevent these 
abrasions, never stack 
glassware, avoid put- 
ting flatware inside a 
glass, never pick up a 
group of glasses by the 


rim and, when loading 
the dishwasher, make 
sure that glassware is 
placed rim down be- 
tween the rack open- 
ings with enough space 
between each glass to 
allow for expansion. 
Resist the temptation 
to overload the dis- 
washer. Stacking 
glasses against one an- 
other or placing bowls 
or plates on top of 


glassware increases 
the risk of breakage. 
Dramatic tempera- 
ture change causes 
thermal shock. Sudden 
temperature fluctua- 
tions cause stress 
which results in crack- 
ing or breaking. For 


example, a cold glass § 


should never be ex- 
posed to hot water. 
Conversely, hot glass- 
ware from the dish- 
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wahser should not be 
immediately exposed 
to extremely cold tem- 
peratures. 

Never grip several 
giasses so that the rims 
touch, never stack 
glasses, never put sil- 
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verware in glasses and protect the rim from 
nover put cold glasses rough surfaces on 
in hot water or hot shelves.

Marjorie F. Stevens 

Marjorie (Faunce) Stevens, formerly 
of Andover, died Nov. 7 at Stevens Hall, 
North Andover, where she had resided 
for the past three years.

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It will be like going home again when Andover 
resident and School Committee member Rich- 
ard E. Neal starts work as principal of the North 
Andover Middle School in January. 

Appointed by a unanimous vote of the North 
Andover School Committee at their meeting on 
Monday evening, Neal, now principal of two 
middle schools in Westford, told THE TOWNS- 
MAN he will start work in North Andover on 
Jan. 2. 

Neal grew up in North Andover, attending el- 
ementary classes at the former Merrimack 
School, now St. Michael’s old school which 
houses the Andover School of Montessori. He 
graduated from the old Johnson High School in 
1954 and went on to college the next year when 
his family moved to Andover.

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Unaware Of Conditions

The new developers of Jenkins Estates 
have violated the conditions of the Plan- 
ning Board’s approval for that 13-lot 
cluster subdivision because they weren’t 
aware of those conditions, the planners 
were told last Tuesday night. 

Representatives of the Abbot Corp., a 
subsidiary of Lawrence Savings Bank, 
said they have bought the 23-acre Jen- 
kins Road development from Rosnoe 
Construction Co. of Burlington, and were 
not aware of any planning board restric- 
tions on the development until Friday, 
Nov. 9. 

Noting that the sale itself was in viola- 
tion of their subdivision approval, the 
planners gave Abbot Corp. two weeks to 
“button the site up for the winter.’’ As 
soon as excavated areas have been stabi- 
lized, no further work will be permitted 
until next spring, the board said. 

The planners will continue last week’s 
public hearing on alleged violations at 
the site during their next meeting on 


Nov. 27, when they will review the devel- 
oper’s efforts to prevent soil erosion and 
sedimentation. 

They voted to approve subdivision 
plans, a special permit to cluster, and an 
earth regrading permit for Jenkins Es- 
tates on June 5. 

Plans drawn for Rosnoe Construction 
by Cammett and Kutensky Engineering 
of Amesbury call for two cul-de-sacs off 
a new roadway leading from Jenkins 
Road. The subdivision is to be supplied 
with town water brought in from the 
Olympia Way subdivision, and the devel- 
oper is to replace 2,300 feet of water 
— on Gray Road as part of the pro- 
jett. 

Stephen Colyer of the town’s Commu- 
nity Development and Planning staff 
called Jenkins Estates “‘a sensitive site”’ 
because it abuts a large wetlands area 
(A.V.i.S.’s Hammond Reservation). 
About ten acres of the development in- 
cludes wetlands that will be left as per- 


manent open space. 

As part of their approval, the board 
outlined a construction schedule for Ros- 
noe Construction to follow. That schedule 
required the developer to complete the 
roadway during the summer; to com- 
plete major filling in the fall; and to di- 
vide the construction into three phases, 
with no more than four lots open at one 
time during the first two phases. The 
board also required a number of mea- 
sures to prevent soil erosion. 

Colyer told the board that work did not 
begin on the site until late August. That 
unexplained delay “throws the project 
into a season that is not really good for 
that type of project,” he said. 

Four lots have been opened up, Colyer 
said, including two lots that were sup- 
posed to be the last ones opened because 
they form a buffer zone along neighbor- 
ing Jenkins Road and Salem Street. No 
lots were to have been opened until the 
road was at the binder stage, and that 
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had not been completed as of Monday 
(Nov. 19). 

The water line has not been connected 
to Olympia Way, as was to have been 
done during July and August, and it is 
now a bad time of year to cross the wet- 
lands that separate the two sites, the 
staffer said. The task of installing new 
water mains in Gray Road has not been 
started yet, he added. 

Soil stripped from the four lots and 
large stockpiles of topsoil have not been 
completely stabilized (with hay bales, 
for instance), Colyer said, as the plan- 
ners had required. 

Nancy Jeton of the Community Devel- 
opment staff said the four subdivision 
lots were opened sometime around Nov. 
7, and worked was stopped when her de- 
partment issued a cease-and-desist order 
on Friday, Nov. 9. 

Town staffers had been watching the 
site for some time, she said, and had sent

Poor Street Condo Plan 
Changed For Neighbors

Four condominiums on James Baren- 
boim’s plans for his Brookfield Condomi- 
nium development have been moved to 
accommodate the wishes of nearby resi- 
dents. 


The Poor Street development featured 
29 so-called ‘‘luxury” condos, said to sell 
for upwards of $250,000, when the engi- 
neering firm designing the project 
showed the plans to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals last month. But Andover’s Prin- 
cipal Planner Nancy Jeton told THE 
TOWNSMAN on Monday that the revised 
set of plans showed a total of 27 condos. 


The new site plan for the 12.5 acre pro- 
ject was ordered after McNeil and Asso- 
ciates. Inc., of Westwood, the project 
engineers who hope to buy the site from 
Barenboim, showed the Appeals Board 
their plans in the hopes of obtaining a 
special permit needed to develop the pro- 
ject at the Nov. 1 meeting. Barenboim 
told THE TOWNSMAN the land sale was 
contingent on MeNeil’s securing the per- 
mits necessary to build the development. 


At the Appeals meeting abutters, town 
officials and a representative from the 
Friends of Shawsheen Neighborhood As- 
sociation told the Zoning Board the Mc- 
Neil site plans were markedly different 
from the site plans developed by New 
Hampshire architect George Matarazzo 
that Town Meeting participants were 
shown when they voted to change the 
property zoning to accomodate the condo 


project. 


At the heart of the Appeals dis- 
agreement earlier this month was a com- 
plaint by neighbors Julien Lacourse and 
Robert Deacon, both Poor Street neigh- 
bors who live near where a cluster of 
four condos was to be placed, according 
to the McNeil site plans. 

As the proposed development roadway 
enters the site the four condos were 
sketched to appear on the right side of 
the road, closer to the Lacourse and Dea- 
con property than the Matarazzo plans 
put the homes, which were on the oppo- 
site side of the road in the earlier plan. 


Barenboim told THE TOWNSMAN he 
will meet with Lacourse on Friday and is 
trying to reach Deacon to set up a time to 
show him the newest site plans. He 
added that he would meet with 
Shawsheen Friends President Donald 
Bancroft if Bancroft was interested in 
viewing the new plan. 

Jeton said that entire group of condos 
had been removed from the plan, but she 
wasn’t sure how two of the four units 
were redistributed, saying the McNeil 
plans she had were difficult to read. 
Barenboim said he wasn’t sure of the 
specifics of the plan changes either. And 
Thomas Southworth, the McNeil project 
director, was not available before THE 
TOWNSMAN’s deadline. 

McNeil representatives will show their 
revised plans to the town’s planning and 
building staff at a departmental review 
at 1:30 p.m., next Tuesday, Nov. 27, said 
Jeton. And, the Planning wil! see 


the new plans that evening at 8:30 p:m., 


at their regular meeting scheduled in the 
downstairs conference room, Town Hall, 
Bartlet Street. 

The special permit decision was put off 
at the Appeals meeting and the public 
hearing on the project was continued un- 
til the December meeting, which will be 
held at 7:30 p.m., on Thursday, Dec. 6, in 
the School Committee meeting room, up- 


stairs in the school administration build- 
ing, off Whittier Street. 

Barenboim told THE TOWNSMAN he 
thought the new McNeil plans wouldn’t 
have any trouble before the Planning or 
Appeals boards. When asked if he 
thoug'it the permits needed for devel- 
opment of the site would be granted, 
Barenboim answered, ‘‘absoloutely.”’ 


Must Rebid Project

Because the second-lowest bidder for 
the $5.2 million Memorial Hall Librar 
project has successfully contested the 
low bidder’s claim on the project, the 
town will solicit new bids for the project, 
possibly before the end of the year. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
Monday night that Anchor Construction 
of Lowell, second-lowest bidder on the 
project, has won a temporary injunction 
to delay construction at the library. 

The low bidder, Trust Construction of 
Dracut, has decided not to appeal that 
decision, the manager said, so the pro- 
ject must be put out for a second round of 
bids. 

The Labor and Industrial Board had 
upheld Trust Construction’s $3.69 million 
bid in September. But Anchor, which bid 
$3.84 million for the project, successfully 
argued before a Boston appeals court 


that Trust Construction had failed to 
comply with all bidding regulations. 

Mahony said he hoped to put the pro- 
ject up for bidding again within four to 
six weeks. The original bids were opened 
in August 

It is unlikely that any construction 
including demolition of the Essex Street 
theatre building — will begin in the inter- 
um, the manager indicated.

Down The Years With The Totwonsman 


75 Years Ago — November 1909

$251 was realized. Repairs on the church 
building will begin immediately.

It con- 
idins a fine line of pork products and 
canned goods.

New York — Mrs. William H. Chap- 
man, the $10,000,000 widow, surprised 
her friends by being married at her 
apartments in the Hotel St. Regis to Phil- 
ip von Valkenburgh. Everywhere she 
went in Europe an army of noble suitors, 
rich and otherwise, mostly the latter, fol- 
lowed her. She is said to have received 
upwards of 700 love letters. Von Valken- 
burgh is a descendant of an old Dutch 
family of this city. His personal fortune 
ig estimated at $20,000,000.

The Andover Parent-Teacher associa- 
tion, one of the town’s most active orga- 
nizations, has launched an - intensive 
membership enrollment, in which it is 
hoped to contact every parent of children 
in the Jackson, John Dove, junior high 
and high schools. The association, orga- 
nized over two years ago, has grown 
steadily, and now ranks as one of the 
leading groups in Andover. 

At the urgent request of the Chief of 
Police of Amesbury Wednesday morn- 
ing, 41 members of the 110th company 
C.C.C. in Andover were detailed to 
search the swamp in the vicinity of 
Amesbury and Great Swamp to find a 27- 
year-old mother of two children who had 
disappeared from her home through a 
window the previous night suffering 
from a nervous breakdown.

Town Manager Thomas E. Duff has re- 
ceived a verbal report from an official of 
the State Department of Public Works, in 
which the official said the Federal Bu- 
reau of Roads looks with favor on the 
town’s request for a bridge. Mr. Duff 
also has received copies of an engi- 
neering design for the building, which in- 
dicates that High Plain rd. would be 
moved slightly, in order to get a better 
grade for the bridge.

In Junior High Standoff

Rick Lafond and John Perry contributed out- 
standing all-around performances, and both tea- 
ms had excellent defensive efforts from 
virtually everyone who played, as the Doherty 
and West Junior High freshman football teams 
struggled to an exciting 8-8 tie in their tradition- 
al season-ending crosstown battle last Saturday 
at Lovely Field. 

The weather conditions were less than ideal, 
with occasional snow flurries and a biting wind 
dipping the temperature below the freezing 
mark. 

Lafond, who entered the game with 15 touch- 
downs, 104 points, 800 yards rushing and 1,100 
yards total offense, was “held” to 109 yards 
rushing in 19 carries. 

He also scored the eight Doherty points, 
caught one pass for 13 yards, returned a punt for 
14 yards, and participated in 15 tackles on de- 
fense. 

Lafond’s output enabled him to finish the sea- 
son with 112 points, more than 900 yards rushing 
and close to 1,300 total yards. 

Perry, alternating at quarterback and run- 
ning back, sparked the West effort as he set up 
the lone touchdown by stealing the ball from a 
Doherty runner in mid-stride. John then scored 
the TD, his fifth of the year, and passed to Dev- 
on Arsenault for the tying two-point conversion. 

Perry also rushed for 44 yards in 12 carries, 
completed two passes, and took part in 11 
tackles on defense. His steal is marked down as 
return yardage, so overall Perry accounted for 
101 total yards. 

Arsenault was limited to 69 yards rushing in 15 
carries, and was kept off the scoreboard, but the 
swift tailback played a fine game and completed 
the campaign with eight touchdowns and close 
to 900 yards rushing. 

Doherty defensive standouts, in addition to 
Lafond, included Steve Durso, Barry Connors, 
Peter Vehlow, Brandon McCue, John Lutz, Scott 
Carlton, Tom Murray and Peter Trede. 

Dave Vickers anchored the rugged West de- 
fense, participating in 16 tackles and batting 
down two passes, while other leaders were John 
Dorsey, Chris McAnally, Eric Tatro (fumble re- 
covery), Jim Wilen, Craig Buscema, Paul De- 
Marco and Arsenault. 

The West touchdown was the first allowed by 
Doherty’s front-line defense all season, and only 
the second permitted overall. Doherty outscored ‘ 
its opponents 165-14 this year, with five shutouts. 

The tie spoiled Doherty’s perfect season, but 
enabled coach Jim Hurley’s squad to finish the 
year undefeated at 6-0-1. 

Coach Ken Maglio’s West team, which had 
tied both Lawrence (0-0) and Tewksbury (20-20) 
earlier, closed with an excellent 3-1-3 overall re- 
cord. 

Early Score 

Doherty notched its lone touchdown on its first / 
possession of the game, after West had threat- 
ened to do the same. 

West took the opening kickoff and drove from 
its own 26 yard line to the Doherty 29, Arsenault

carrying four times for 23 yards, Perry twice for 
14 yards, and McAnally once for eight yards. 

The drive was stopped at this point when the 
Doherty defense stiffened, throwing West run- 
ners for three and seven-yard losses on consec- 
utive plays. 

Doherty took control at its own 40, and Lafond 
wasted little time showing his stuff as he took a 
pitchout around the right side and raced 34 
yards to the West 26. 

Peter Vehlow gained six yards to the 20, and 
two plays later Lafond bolted 17 yards to the 
West three. 

Lafond then knifed off right tackle for the 
touchdown, scoring standing up, and he also 
rushed the conversion for an 80 Doherty edge 
just seconds from the end of the first quarter. 

The running of Arsenault and Perry advanced 
West to the Doherty 40 yard line on its second 
possession, but the home team was forced to 
surrender on downs. 

Two plays later Eric ‘‘Lester” Tatro pounced 
on a Doherty fumble near midfield, but again 
West was stopped just shy of a first down at the 
Doherty 39 after a seven-yard gain on a fourth- 
down reverse by Arsenault. 

East used up the remainder of the half on a 
march that stalled at the West 34, two runs by 
Vehlow (17 yards) and a 13-yard swing pass 
from QB Steve Surette to Lafond doing the dam- 


age. 

Two penalties pushed the ball back near mid- 
field, Vickers halted Lafond after a three-yard 
gain, and the half ended with DeMarco sacking 
a scrambling Surette 11 yards behind the line of 
scrimmage. 

Perry Theft 

Perry, whose quick hands have accounted for 
innumerable steals on the basketball court, 
pulled off a major heist on the second play of the 
final half. 

Lafond had just clicked off nine yards to the 
West 45, but then Perry ripped the ball free on 
the following play and cruised 46 yards to the 
Doherty nine before he was finally caught and 
wrestied down from behind by Lafond.

ily notes, is that it is ‘“‘a really great al- 
ternative for a woman who needs to work 
as a homemaker.’’) 

Gayle drew up a list of all the artists 
and craftspeople she knew in Andover, a 
total of about 50 people, and sent each a 
postcard proposing the Homeworks 
Guild idea. ‘“‘Gayle has brought us to- 
gehter,” Emily says. ‘She assembled 
us.’’ About 40 of the people on Gayle’s list 
showed an immediate interest in joining 
the Guild. 

The first Christmas tour featured the 
work of 30 artists exhibited in 15 houses. 
“Tt was really a big chance the first 
year,” Gayle recalls; no one knew how 
townspeople would respond to the idea of 
a house tour. But somehow, “It just 
seemed to work out well.’’ After the first 
year, Emily says, “It mushroomed. It 
snowballed.”’ 

The tour is the Guild’s sole “activity and 
purpose. “‘All our effort goes into this one 
weekend,’ Emily explains. ‘We keep it 
simple and clean. The members meet 
only three or four times a year, at the 
most. Then they go home and do their 
work. They just come in for the sale and 
that’s it.” 

Gayle, Emily and Wendy spend almost 
an entire year planning the tour — it is, 
Emily says, ‘‘a gigantic commitment”’ -— 
leaving the rest of the Guild’s members 
free to concentrate on creating, not sell- 
ing. The three friends start working on 
the tour in February by reviewing their 
list of current members and sending let- 
ters to all of them, as well as potential 
new members. 

The tour is ‘‘juried’’ — that is, it’s not 
open to anyone who wants to exhibit (as 
it was at the start), but only to those 
whose work qualifies in the eyes of a jury 
(in this case, the three Guild founders). 

While the Guild is ‘‘open to any kind of 
work,” Gayle explains, the organizers 
look for work of “really high quality,” 
and for work that does not duplicate 
what’s already offered by current mem- 
bers. They look, too, for work that seems 
‘“‘marketable,’’ for creations that shop- 
pers will want to buy. 

Once they’ve finished their jury duty in 
the early spring, the organizers turn 
their attention to the directory that is 
sold to tour-takers as part of each ticket. 
“This little book,’’ Emily says, “‘is a gi- 
gantic job.” 

The ten-page black-and-white booklet 
lists each house on the tour and de-

scribes the work that will be shown at 
each house. (Most of the houses feature 
the work of three or four Guild mem- 
bers.) It includes detailed directions to 
each house and a map, for the benefit of 
out-of-towners. And because it is meant 
to serve as a year-round guide to And- 
over cottage workers, it also includes a 
listing of the artists’ addresses and tele- 
phone numbers, organized by type of 
craft. 

Some members volunteer to open their 
homes for the tour, and they often have 
friends who'd like to exhibit at their 
houses, so “‘it all works out by itself,’ 
Gayle says. ‘‘People whose things com- 
plement each other tend to gravitate to 
each other” until, as Emily says, “‘it all 
falls into place.” 

Finally, the organizers publicize the 
tour and, the night before it starts, travel 
all over town placing wooden Home- 
works plaques on each house in the tour 
and tacking up ribbon-decorated arrows 
all over town to help visitors find each 
house. 

“That’s the fun part,’’ Gayle says. 

“The work’s done. We run around put- 
ting up the plaques outside, then we in- 
vite ourselves in and start shopping.” 

Organizing the tour is a matter of ‘‘en- 
durance,’”’ Emily says. “It’s hard to 
think about Christmas in February, 
when you're sick of it. Or in the middle of 
August.”’ (With their three varied sched- 
ules, it’s also difficult for Wendy, Emily

A great part of the tour’s appeal is the 
chance it offers visitors to step through 
the front doors of some of the prettiest 
houses in Andover, lavishly decorated 
with Christmas trees and greens and fin- 
ery everywhere. The total effect can be 
magical. 

“Tt takes a special kind of person to 
open her house up,”’ Gayle says, ‘‘and a 
special kind of house.’’ She points, for 
example, to the Brent house on 
Shawsheen Road: Debbie Brent, a sten- 
ciller, opens up her house from basement 
to bedrooms, and each room is “‘beauti- 
fully decorated.’’ Warm cider scents the 
kitchen. 

And Linda Dalenberg, who crafts toys 
and decorations from antique quilts, fills 
her High Plain Road farmhouse with old- 
fashioned delights, creating what Gayle 
calls ‘“‘a Christmas wonderland” that 
would enchant the most jaded grown-up. 

“The house is the final work of art,”’ 
Emily believes. ‘‘How it all goes together 
is very important. For the shopper, it 
creates a certain ambience, an. aura.” 
The tour is more than a place to shop, 
she emphasizes: “It’s chemistry. It’s an 
event.” 

The Christmas shoppers respond with 
unabashed enthusiasm. ‘‘People just ab- 
solutely love it,’’ Gayle says. They call 
her every month of the year asking about 
the tour (around October, she jokes, her 
children start answering the telephone 
by saying, ‘‘Homeworks’’). They get so 
caught up in the tour (which leads all

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over town and takes all day) that most 
hate to stop for lunch — so last year the 
organizers added lunch to the tour, ca- 
tered (naturally) by a homeworker. 

Visitors come from out of town and out 
of state to take the tour, but the Guild’s 
members are strictly Andover residents. 
“This is something for Andover,” Emily 
says firmly. Besides, limiting mem- 
bership is one way to keep the Guild 
small, and the founders feel strongly that 
“if it gets too big, we’ll lose it.’ 

Although the Christmas tour remains 
largely unchanged since its beginnings, 
new Guild members, new crafts and new 
houses help to keep it fresh every year, 
Gayle says. For now, the organizers are 
still concentrating on just pulling it off 
each year: ‘‘We’re still learning.” 

But for the future, they dream of ex- 
panding the tour by working with down- 
town merchants. They envision their 
tour tied-in with the merchants’ annual 
Family Night, with Christmas carolers 
and town-wide events. Working together, 
downtown merchants and cottage work- 
ers could ‘‘put Andover on the map,” 
Gayle says, “and make it a real 
Christmas experience.” 

The Guild wants Andover to take real 
pride in its artists and craftspeople. 
“There’s so much talent and beauty in 
this community,”’ Gayle says. “There 
is,’’ Emily agrees, ‘‘a lot going on here.” 

Only when the Christmas tour is all 
over, and they return to each house to 
collect their wooden plaques, do the 
Homeworks Guild’s three founders see 
their year’s efforts rewarded.

a letter to Rosnoe Construction on Nov. 1 
stating that no lots were to be opened and 
no work was to continue except stabiliza- 
tion of excavated areas. 

MacLaughlan, Jr., vice presi- 
dent of the mortgage office at Lawence 
Savings Bank, Lawrence, told the board 
that Jenkins Estates now belongs to Ab- 
bot Corp., a subsidiary of the bank, 
which includes Gus Gauthier of Andover 
as a partner. 

MacLaughlan and Gauthier said they 
were not aware of any restrictions on the 
project, even though Special Town Coun- 
sel Thomas Arnold pointed out that all of 
the restrictions are on record at the Reg- 
istry of Deeds. The attorney said that 
according to the subdivision approval, no 
lots were to have been sold or trans- 
ferred at this early stage of construction. 

MacLaughlan said he was ‘“disap- 
pointed that the project is in the state 
that it’s in right now.” John Cormier of 
Rosnoe Construction is no longer asso- 
ciated with the project; he said, er 
that the former developer has agreed to 
complete the roadway and is responsible 
for that portion of the site work. 

Gauthier said he had never read the 
board’s list of conditions and required 
construction procedures.

Slick-painted totes

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Lowell Junction Interchange 
Remains Rather Doubtful 


It’s been more than a year 
since town officials made their 
latest move to win state and fed- 
eral approval for a Lowell Junc- 
tion interchange off Route I-93, 
and the town manager remains 
rather doubtful that that project 
will ever come to pass. 

“It’s on life support,’’ Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
of the interchange plan Monday 
night. He added, ‘All we can do 
is keep trying.” 

Roger Turpening of Clark 
Road appeared before the Board 
of Selectmen Monday night to 
ask for a status report on And- 
over’s efforts towards a Lowell 
Junction interchange. 

Ballardvale residents and 
town officials have been trying 
to see that interchange built for 
more than 25 years —ever since 
industrial development first be- 
gan in the area — to lighten the 
industrial traffic that travels 
through Ballardvale neighbor- 
hoods on its way to Lowell Junc- 
tion industries. 

During the fall of 1983, And- 
over submitted to state officials 
a request for a waiver to a gov- 
ernment regulation that re- 
quires a minimum distance 
between interchanges off inter- 
state highways. That regulation 
prohibits a Lowell Junctior in- 
terchange because the new in- 
terchange would be too close to 
existing interchanges at Route 

125 and Dascomb Road.

my complex off School and Abbot streets 
entered the municipal planning picture 
when it was revealed at the selectmen- 
planning board meeting that “‘it is no se- 
cret” that some of the Abbot property is 
available.

Office Park 
Plans Revised 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


With the Planning Board’s ap- 
proval, the new owners of a 32- 
acre River Road industrial sub- 
division have revised plans for 
that research and development 
office park, which is located 
next to the Greater Lawrence 
Regional Technical School. 

An engineer representing the 
Boston real estate development 
firm of Trammell Crow Co. — 
the new owners of Riverside 
Park — last week told the plan- 
ners that the revisions would 
eliminate one building from the 
original plan, and would result 
in less earth removal and re- 
grading at the site. 

According to Sean O’Neil of 
Trammell Crow Co., the Boston 
company has purchased the sub- 
division from*McNeil and Asso- 
ciates of Westwood, the firm 
that first presented plans for 
Riverside Park to the planning 
board more than a year ago. 

Original plans subdivided the 
site into six lots, and called for 
five or six one-story buildings 
totalling approximately 265,000 
square feet of office space. The 
buildings were to range in size 
from 30,000 to 60,000 square feet. 

Last Tuesday night, engineer 
John Crowe of John Crowe Asso- 
ciates of Belmont (no relation to 
Trammell Crow) told the plan- 
ners that the new developer 
would like to combine two of the 
buildings from the original pro- 
posal into one building. 

That will be the first building 
on the site, which Trammell 
Crow hopes will house high-tech 
office space and light assembly 
in “high-quality” two-story 
buildings, O’Neil said. 

The new building would take 
up half the space of the two pro- 
posed last year, would require 
less earth work, and would rep- 
resent an “‘overall better p 
for the site, Crowe said. 

The engineer said the devel- 
oper hoped to begin construction 


of the building this week, and to 
complete the foundation before 
winter sets in. 

The board approved the re- 
quested amendment to the ap- 
proved subdivision plan for 
Riverside Park, and also ap- 
proved an amendment to the de- 
veloper’s special permit for 
earth removal and regrading. 
Plans now call for “greatly re- 
duced earth work,’’ Crowe ex- 
plained. 

Riverside Park is zoned In- 
dustrial A, and is served by 
town water and sewer lines. It 
includes about seven or eight 
acres of wetlands; the Conser 
vation Commission has issued 
an Order of Conditions for the 
site, Crowe said. Parking for 700 
to 800 cars will be provided on 
the site. 

Later last Tuesday night, the 
planners unanimously approved 
definitive subdivision p for 
Delisio Estates, a three-lot sub- 
division proposed by developer 
Fred Delisio for an Andover 
Street site. 

One lot already exists on the 
site, —_ with a barn and seve- 
ral smaller buildings. Delisio 
plans to subdivide his parcel to 
create two new lots of approxi- 
mately 30,000 square feet each 
in the Single Residence B zone. 

A new roadway ending in a T 
shape, rather than the usual cul- 
de-sac, will decrease earth re- 
moval and improve the appear- 
ance of the new street, the 
planners concluded: 

Stephen Colyer of the Commu- 
nity Development and Planning 
staff added that the impact of 
drainage from the new houses 
would be “neglible,” and would 
not exacerbate existing drain- 
age problems in the Andover 
Street area. ° 

Potential drainage problems 
were the chief concern of abut- 
ters who attended a Nov. 6 pub- 
lic hearing on Delisio Estates.
